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The Stitch in Time. 

There are several old sayings that 
mean about the same thing. — 
stitch in time saves nine;’’ “Don’t 
put off until tomorrow what you 
should do today;” “A bird in hand 
is worth two in the bush.” They 
all mean that a present opportunity 
should not be neglected. 

Maybe you believe in the advant- 
age of early seeding of small grain. 
Have you the seed ready? Are all 
the implements you will use in the 
operation in readiness to begin as 
soon as the weather permits? 

Maybe you resolved that this year 
you would not let, the season get 
ahead of you. It may be an early 
or a Jate spring—no one knows yet. 
If an early one you will be hustling 
in the fields and look back upon 
lots of little things you meant to 
do before spring work began. If a 
late spring then every moment will 
be doubly precious when work does 
begin. 

Are the fences in good repair? If 
not you will have to stop and chase 
the stock back when in the midst 
of rushing field work. You can fix 
fences before seeding begins. You 
know it must be done, 

Is the plow ready to stick into the 
soil? Is the dise sharp and in work- 
ing condition? There are lots of 
men every spring who never take a 
tool or implement to the blacksmith 
shop until they are in a rush to use 
them. The smith says that he has 
lots of work ahead and—well, days 
are lost waiting for a repair job that 
could and should have been attended 
to during the winter or long before 








the thing was needed. Some folks 
pay no attention to their seed corn 
until planting time. There’s the 
seeding, plowing, and field prepara- 
tion yet—just lots of time before 
corn planting—so they let it go. 
Yes, and they are the folks who are 
sometimes rushing around among 
the neighbors to get some seed corn 
that will grow. They didn’t find out 
in time that theirs was no good. Or 
they send way off and get the leav- 
ings of some seed house—corn too 
that should not be planted in their 
latitude. Those folks are always com- 
plaining of their “hard luck.” 

Are the horses hardened for the 
spring work? How do you expect 
them to do a full day’s work right 
out in the soft ground on the disc, 
seeder, or plow when they’ve been 
standing idle until spring work be- 
gan? Look out for sore shoulders 
or strained muscles if put at it too 
suddenly. 

And that harness—maybe that 
needs repairing before it can stand 
the strain. What a loss if you have 
to stop seeding and wait for your 
turn at the shop before your harness 
will hold. 

Perhaps you know where some 
roof leaks. When the spring rains 
come you will be just “rushed to 
death”’ with other work and it must 
just leak until after seeding—no, 
corn planting—no, haying—harvest 
—yes, wait until after harvest before 
you can get a moment’s time to fix 
the roof. But there will be pleasant 
days before that when the job can 
be done and the wheels of progress 
not stopped at all. 

Remember that “A stitch in time’’ 
saves—maybe nine hundred.

Postal Savings Banks. 

To those who live in or near towns 
that are over-supplied with banks 
it may seem strange that we are de- 
manding a postal savings bank. 

There is fully half a billion dol- 
lars in hiding today. No bank has 
the use of this money and the chan- 
nels of commerce are clugged just that 
much. Half a billion dollars in the 
legitimate channels of trade would 
have helped immensely to flush out 
these channels during the _ tight 
times of 1907. 

As another evidence of the lack 
of confidence that many have in the 
safety of banks the Postmaster Gen- 
eral says that last year the people 
bought postal money orders payable 
to themselves to the value of $8,- 
104,447. One man in the North- 
west was known to have deposited 
$11,000 in the postal savings banks 
of British Columbia. Money orders 
to the value of $21,292,938.57. 
were sent back home by Italians in 
this country. Much of this went 
to be deposited in the postal banks 
at home. Other foreigners did the 
same, especially the Japanese. 

What’s the matter with the banks 
of America that such a condition 
should exist? In the first place 
they are not regarded safe. In the 
second they are not always conven- 
ient. There are many localities 
where savings banks do not exist. 
In Western and Southern states it 
may be a long way to a savings 
bank. Hence the demand for a 
chance to deposit savings in a safe 
place. And the people regard Uncle 
Sam as a safe keeper of their funds. 

The bill before congress will not 
take the money out of the country 





if the postal savings bank becomes 
a reality.. It is intended that the 
government .postoffices be recip 
ients of the money to a_ limited 
amount, and the postmaster in turn 
be compelled to deposit in a loca] 
bank. But the depositor has the goy- 
ernment as surety for the depos 
and he does not care a iap whethe 
the local bank fails or not, he i 
safe. 

This is a law long demanded by 
the common people and so hard 
fought by the banking interests. 
The bankers are busy trying to con- 
vince congress that the law should 
not pass. It is up to the common 
people to make it so hot for their 
representatives and senators in con- 
gress that they must pass the bill. 
Write a letter to your congressmen 
saying you want them to vote for 
the establishment of a postal savings 
bank.

American Prodigality. 


We Americans get so in the habit 
of boasting of our greatness that we 
utterly fail to see that we do other 
great things not to our credit. 

We waste more wealth than any 
other nation. It is not enough to 
boast that we have it to spare. What 
means the “bread line” forming in 
our cities? What means this great 
and unaccountable increase in the 
cost of procuring and maintaining a 
home? 

It means that either to the control 
of necessities by great corporations 
or to tne waste of our natural re- 
sources we must look for the cause 
of the trouble. 

The American farmer has been 
wasteful with natural fertility. This 
is seen in all the older farming dis- 
tricts. It is gradually being seen in 
the newer sections of the West. 
We’ve been robbing the soil as though 
it held inexhaustable supplies of ni- 
trogen, phosphoric acid and other 
necessary elements. 

The average farmer wastes 
enough about the fence corners and 
by careless methods to keep a Ger- 
man or Dane in good circumstances. 
The American cook wastes enough 
a to keep a French family well 
ed. 

We once had a wealth of native 
timber with which to build our 
homes and machinery. It has melt- 
ed away like the snow before a 
spring wind. The lumber tariff has 
been a great factor in hastening this 
desolation. We are going to pay a 
big price for this senseless waste 
of natural resources before we are 
done with the problem of living. 
We aggravate the difficuty by al- 
owing monopolies to put their hands 
on our throats so tha# we can not 
right our wrongs until we pay big 
tribute into their coffers. The lum- 
ber supply and the standing forests 
are largely in their clutches. The 
fertilizer supply is being cornered by 
a great foreign corporation with 
stool pigeons in our country. We 
are forbidden the importation of 
many of the necessities of life be- 
cause of high tariffs that only tend 
to fatten the octupus and hasten the 
destruction of native suppies.

Don’t Be a Fatalist. 

A fatalist believes that all things 
are inevitable, unavoidable, the pre- 
desined result of fate: that is, if you 
get sick it was because the sickness 
was coming to you any way; if you 
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lost all by lightning or tornado it 
was your fate and nothing could have 
prevented it. 

Now, see here, we don’t want any 
of our subscribers to hold such a 
foolish notion about anything. Some 
things come to us what we could in 
no way foresee or avoid. Some things 
—the most of our joys and sorrows, 
the most of our successes and fail- 
ures, the most of our mishaps, bad 
luck, and blessings—come to us as 
the result of our own good efforts or 
our misdeeds. 

It is just this way. If you are in- 
different in the selection of seed corn, 
if you refuse all advice and select 
from the crib this spring instead of 
selecting the best from the field last 
fall, if you are careless in the prepa- 
ration of the seed-bed, plant un- 
graded, untested corn, give the crop 
shiftless care next summer you may 
expect a fine harvest, but you never 
will get it. Fate has nothing to do 
with it. Folly does it all. 

You may shut your eyes and ears 
to the truth about tuberculosis, re- 
fuse to have your cattle tested, abuse 
the authorities who urge you to know 
the truth, refuse to clean up,ventilate 
the barn and give due attention to 
sanitary precautions, but if your herd 
is effected, your hogs dying from the 
same disease, the baby drops off from 
consuming unwholesome milk from 
diseased cows, don’t say it was just 


your luck, it couldn’t be helped. 
Such reaping is from what was 
sown. It was the working out of 


divine laws which could and should 
have been held up so they would not 
operate. 

The Creator has to run the uni- 
verse by certain fixed laws. But man 
has learned how to sidetrack some 
of those laws, to nullify their fatal 
effect. He who refuses to learn how 
to do this must take the conse- 
quences of those laws. 

Bad luck is largely of our own 
making. We either blunder bull- 
headedly or ignorantly. If no les- 
son comes from it we are in a bad 
fix. But fate has nothing to do with 
our affairs. Cheer up. Take hard 
luck as you would a pill. If you 
grind your teeth upon it it will be 
nastier than ever. Swallow your 
grief and start anew with a determi- 
nation to profit by past mistakes.

Keep Hammering. 

One thing the rural population 
throughout the country needs is the 
parcel post. We need never expect 
it until we meet the opposition with 
the same tactics they employ. Just 
as long as Senator Platt and his 
active colaborers in the Senate are 
given the privilege of representing 
“the dear people” just so long will 
be delayed any action on the parcel 
post. 

Politics has entrenched the express 
companies in power so that declara- 
tions and petitions amount to naught. 
Politics is the one weapon to use in 
routing the enemy of the parcel post. 
Those who have it in their power to 
vote Platt and his henchmen out can 
make the parcel post a reality by 
getting rid of these men. It is no 
easy task to oust a senator. Not 
where chosen by politicians. But the 
battle must begin at the beginning— 
where these men get their commis- 
sions. 

Even such means will not bring 
quick results. For years a campaign 
of education has been carried on by 
the express companies. They have 
seen to it that the local merchants 


in every town in the country have 
been made to believe that the parcel 
post would ruin their business. They 
have had these scare heads so con- 
stantly before the retailers that they 
have organized into local, district and 
state associations for self-protection 
against the mail-order houses. These 
assaciations pass resolutions urging 
their congressmen to take no action 
regarding the establishment of a par- 
cel post lest the country merchant be 
wiped off the map. And they have 
aroused considerable sentimet in their 
favor. 

The mail-order house has been 
maligned and misrepresented, has 
been held up as the great bug-a-boo 
for the retailer and buyer to 
eternally fear and hate—and obliter- 
ate. 

And no other agency than the ex- 
press companies and their congres- 
sional allies is responsible for all 
this. Do you suppose it will be an 
easy matter to get the parcel post? 

President Roosevelt has recently 
appointed a commission to investi- 
gate farm conditions with a view to 
bettering their home life. We can 
prophesy without fear that the par- 
cel post will be urged by this com- 
mission. But that will not bring it 
to pass. 

Just a word about the parcel post 
and the mail-order houses in their re- 
lation to the local merchants of 
small towns. The American is no 
fool. He is as smart a trader as 
any foreigner. In Germany where 
the parcel post was once feared as 
it is now in this country, the local 
merchant carries a stock of big cata- 
logs issued by the wholesalers and 
the customer can select any article 
from the catalog just as he would 
from a mail-order catalog. The mer- 
chant can thus carry less of the un- 
salable. He telephones or writes for 
the article selected and by next mail 
it is at the purchaser’s door by par- 
cel post. The farmer is thus encour- 
aged to trade at local stores instead 
of with distant mail-order houses. 
The local merchant stands back of 
the goods, and has every advantage. 
He gets greater business than with- 
out the parcel post. And thus it 
would be in this country. But the 
express companies are bound not to 
let the people know it if they can 
help it, for they want the privilege 
of charging excessive rates on pack- 
ages that should cost but little by 
post. 

. * . * o 
Factory Methods. 

No manufacturer can long continue 
in business unless he conducts -his 
plant along business lines. He must 
make use of all the raw material and 
all the by-products. He must buy this 
raw material where he can get it 
cheapest and sell the finished product 
where he can get the best prices. 

‘The farmer is a manufacturer and 
must necessarily be a business man. 
While for a few years nature is more 
kind to him than an unfeeling human- 
ity, yet there comes a time when Na- 
ture’s laws manifest themselves to the 
careless farmer. 

The farmer is the proprietor of the 
establishment. He has working for 
him various kinds of plants making 
the mineral elements of the soil into 
vegetable matter. He has numerous 
kinds of animals transforming these 
vegetable elements into muscular en- 
ergy, food products of various kinds, 
or into fiber material. 





He must see to it that none of these 
working forces are loafing, or wasting 
materials, or failing to do their best 
work. Hence the farmer, the overseer 
of this manufacturing enterprise, must 
be alert, must be well-read about his 
business. He must know the cost of 
the raw materials and how to trans- 
form them into salable products at a 
profit. 

His plant can’t be run without raw 
material any more than a shoe factory 
can. Hence he must continually re- 
new the soil by returning all the 
manure and vegetable matter grown 
It is folly to burn the straw and 
stalks, or allow the manure pile to 
waste away. It is just as foolish to 
let the stock get out of condition, or 
the machinery to rust out. Again and 
again we have called attention to these 
matters. Yet many of our redders 
think they can go on selling the raw 
material, the fertility, from the farm 
and never replenish the supply. Such 
men are mining iustead of manufac- 
turing. 

Keep all tie live stock you can well 
care for and save all the manure. Sell 
your crops to them as largely as possi- 
ble and market them in a higher form 
of product. 

The general purpose farmer is the 
one who will make money in all sea- 
sons and still maintain a well-equipped 
factory with plenty of raw material on 
hand.

Enthusiasm. 

Enthusiasm is the dynamo that 
drives a man until he drives his 
work, whether it be manual, mental, 
or spirtual. Enthusiasm is what 
keeps Thomas A. Edison at his lab- 
oratory for days at a time without 
going home. It is the ysterious 
something that compelled McCormick 
to put out the first reaper in the 
face of opposition. 

Enthusiasm is the stuff success is 
made of. He who accomplishes any- 
thing worth while must be full of it. 

But enthusiasm is not success, nor 
is it a guarantee of success. Elec- 
tricity may be made to move machin- 
ery, or it may tear everything to 
pieces in a thunder crash. One is 
under control, the other not. Gun- 
powder may propel] a cannon ball 
for miles with accuracy, but the same 
charge may blow the ship to atoms. 

There is the enthusiasm. that 
“counts the chickens before they are 
hatched ’’ It ha= the profits all fig- 
ured a year in advance. There is 
that which impells men to put their 
hard-earned cash into a gold mine 
that is not yet—-and never will or 
can be. The quality of enthusiasm is 
Al but it is not intelligently directed. 
It needs ballast. 

Well-directed enthusiasm finds. a 
way or makes one. But the other 
kind is like the pup that barks and 
digs at a gopher \hole a while, runs 
about yelping, digs at another hole, 
and maybe at a long deserted one,— 
but he’s great on slinging dirt! 

A man has discovered or invented 
something new. He has it all fig- 
ured out fust what the profits will 
be. But somehow he has failed to 
count the cost of opposition, of 
skepticism, of public indifference in 
the thing. He doesn’t know, or try 
to know, all that pertains to making 
a success out of a new thing.

About the Farm, 

Soon be seeding again. Get a plan and 
work to it when putting in those crops. 
Rotation of crops is what counts. 

There is no time that plowed ground 
will pulverize better than just after it 
has been turned. By harrowing the 
ground then it is not only better pulver- 
ized but is put in condition to hold mois- 
ture better. 

Shorten the work hours by quickening 
the step. 

Tools and implements in their place 
and in good repair when not in use save 
lots of time when those busy spring days 
come, 

Lay your plans to grow the bulk of 
the feed stuffs on the farm this year. 
Buying much high-priced feed cuts into 
the profits. 

When putting away your grain sacks 
turn them wrong side out and shake so 
as to get every bit of grain or chop 
out of the sacks. If not done the mice 
will gnaw them. 

Time yet to get up that/supply of 
summer wood for the good~housewife. 

A little extra income will very often 
double the profit. This is especially 
true with farm crops and dairy cows. 
Likewise a very little outlay will bring 
an increase in profit. Look around and 
see if this isn’t true in your case. 

Don’t plant any grain before it has 
gone through the fanning mill. Planting 
“just oats.” “just wheat,” and “just 
corn” is a mighty poor policy. The best 
seed is none too good. 

If you find your oats are tending to 
“run out” it would be a good plan to 
try two or three acres of northern grown 
seed in a breeding plot. Clean all seed 
oats before sowing. Drill them in.

Was Grown

We herewith present a symposium on this subject which we hope will be 


helpful to our readers. This is only a part of the participants; the rest will fol- 


low in subsequent issues.---Editors. 


About twenty years ago I was 
‘ouraged by my father, who was one of 
the best farmers in central Indiana, to 
exhibit ten ears of corn at the County 
Fair, and I won the prize. This started 
me to closer investigations and stronger 
determination to win a second time. I 
was never contented with present re- 
sults, but was continually pushing on. 

I am almost convinced that the condi- 
tion of the soil the most important 
factor in successful corn growing. Here 
are a few rules that I follow: A com- 
plete system of underdrainage, a _ rota- 
tion of corn, wheat and clover. The 
clover comes every third year and 
followed by corn. Plenty of barnyard 
manure is applied. I have found that 
commercia] fertilizer of the right kind 
and rightly applied will add some to the 
yield and considerable to the quality. 

For clover sod I prefer fall plowing. 
This helps to do away with cut worms 
and other injurious corn pests, and helps 
along with spring work. For a _ nice 
seed-bed it is important to disk thorough- 
ly before the ground allowed to dry 
out and become hard. One thing to be 
remembered in all stages of preparation,

to work the soil when it is the 
lleast heavy. With thorough discing 
jearly, followed by spring-tooth harrow, 
| and if a little dry, with the roller, you 
| will be able to retain the moisture. 
| Planting should be done as early in 
| the season as possible. I prefer the check 
system 3 1-2 feet apart, with two good 
kernels to each hill, always testing each 
individual ear for strong germination. 
With two stalks in the hill, 3 1-2 each 
way, and each stalk producing one ear 
of corn, we are growing 100 bushels to 
the acre, which is rather satisfactory. 
The best cultivation is given before 
the corn is planted, or in other words a 
properly prepared seed-bed makes thor- 
ough cultivation nossible. The method

of cultivation depends altogether on the 

condition of the soil and the weather. 

A very good way is to follow ‘with a 

spike-tooth harrow about two or three 

days after the corn has been planted, 
but never harrow as the corn shoot is 
nearing the surface of the ground, or 
until it begins to blade. Corn may be 
harrowed with small spikes satisfactorily 
while it is four or five inches high. Cu)l- 
tivation should begin early, always with 

a rider; life is too short to walk. Cul- 

tivate close and deep the first time and 

gradually go shallower and farther away 
from the plant when it is rooting. 

I find the roller, under such soil con- 
ditions as prevail on my farm, one of 
the most usefu] tools on the farm and 
always use it after the harrow and cul- 
tivators until the corn is eight or ten 
inches high. The roller is made in two 
sections so as to straddle the row. 
| After the corn is too tall for the rid- 
jing cultivator I continue the cultivation 
| by dragging a mower-wheel contrivance 
|of the right width between the rows. 
| Have the blacksmith set a lot of small 








jteeth on the mower wheel: they should 
| project 1 1-2 inches below the wheel and 
at a backward slant of 45 degrees: | 
omit the teeth from the rim of the wheel | 
near the rows. This cultivation may be | 
followed so long as it continues to rain 
or the ground is inclined to crack open.

In regard to the corn I sent to Omaha, 
can say it had no special cultivation or 
advantages over the general crop grown 
on my farm. The land lies along the 
Scioto river, and is a black loam from 
4 to 8 inches in depth and underdrained 
by fine sand, wh’ch is ideal for corn, 
no tile being necessary. 

This one hundred acres was plowed 
last November and December, it being 
all in wheat the year before, and sown 
in clovér last March, I prefer the fall 
plowing as we get a much better seed- 
bed, and the advantage of early planting. 
About the 20th of April we usually be- 
gin if conditions permit. The land is 
first disced both ways and leveled with

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spike harrow then planted 2 to 3 grains 
in hill. We try to get all three if 
possible. 

As soon as the corn begins to show 
we again use the spike harrow and then 
in three or four days we go in with cul- 
tivators, walking plows, two shovels to 
each gang. It was worked four times, 
twice each way with these plows and 
then Jaid by with riding disc plows, which 
were run about an inch deep. They act 
more as pulverizer than plow, and cut 
any weed that may have been left. This 
completed the cultivation. This one hun- 
dred acres produced eighty-six hundred 
bushels, 72 Ibs. to the bushel.

ditions, the same farm grew 100 bushels 
to the acre, 120 acres being in corn.

Good Tillage. 

Different farmers have very different 
notions as to what good tillage is. Some 
are in the careless habit of listing their 
corn in for two or three years without 
even plowing once. Many plow, disc, or 
harrow once and call it done. And it 
may be, depending on the soil they work. 

Tillage is for two distinct purposes, 
the killing of weeds and the preparation 
of the seed bed. If the latter is accom- 
plished the former is quite sure to be. 

The seed needs moisture, and warmth, 
and air in order to germinate. Keep 
back any one of iiiese and the seed will 
not grow. Why are some crops drowned 
out after planting? Don’t they need the 
water? Yes, but a complete covering of 
water excludes the air so the seeds 
smother. If planted too close to the 
surface the dirt is soon dried out and 
not enough moisture given the seed to 
germinate it. 

Good tillage means the fitting of the 
seed-bed so that the seeds have air, 
moisture, and warmth. There can be 
no free circulation of air in a saturated 
soil, hence drainage is necessary. The 
same is true of hard lumps, hence pul- 
verization is essential, 

Cultivation after a hard rain is need- 

to break up the crust that forms so 
air into the soil and to prevent 
undue evaporation. Why so rapid loss 
of water after a rain? Just because the 
rain has washed the soil particles closer 
together and they form a more perfect 
ladder for the water to climb out on. 

A coarse lumpy seed-bed is full of air 
spaces so large that the water cannot 
readily ascend by capillary attraction. 
Gravity is too strong for it and it will 
not rise to the surface within reach of 
the roots. The dust mulch must be 
coarse enough that when the water 
gets to the ton two or three inches it 
stops because the ladder is broken. 

Water by capillary attraction 

against he force of gravity if the particles 

of matter are enough together so 
they form a complete ladder. Touch 
a corner of bread to the coffee and see 
the coffee go up. Touch a blotter corner 
to a drop of ink and see it absorb it. 
That’s just the way water rises in the 
seed-bed when there is good tillage. 

The lumpy seed-bed is the one that will 
suffer most in a drouth. Plants need the 
water to dissolve the mineral matter in 
the soil and carry it up to the leaves 
to be transformed into plant substance. 
No water, no growth. 

Good tillage, for the same reason that 
it enables water to rise from the sub- 
soil, enables the soil to hold more water. 
It takes more leather to cover two dozen 
base balls than one football, though the 
one is about equal in bulk to the dozen. 
The finer the soil grains the more water 
they can hold. 

A field under good tillage warms up 
sooner in the spring than one that is in 
poor physical condition. This is impor- 
tant in securing quick germination. A 
soil surface that is kept wet by escaping 
water is cooler than one that is covered 
by a dust mulch. A soil in good tilth 
will absorb a warm spring rain and let 
it go way down and draw out the deep 
frost. One that has not beeen disced 
or touched is close and crusted and the 
warm rains run off and penetrate but 
little, 

This all points to the necessity of get- 
ting the dise onto the fields as early 
and loosening up the surface 
This is especially urgent upon soils 
are inclined to run together and

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Commercial Fertilizer on Corn. 

The last three years I have been using 
commercial fertilizer on corn ground, 
which is a loam soil, and am so well 
pleased with the results that I would not 
do without it. 

From an application of 200 pounds 
fertilizer to the acre, I have gained an 
increase of 20 bushels corn to the acre. 

This has paid well, for the fertilizer 
used cost $25 a ton or $2:50 an acre 
and my extra 20 bushel corn at 40c, sold 
for $8, so I gained $5.50 an acre by 
using the commercial fertilizer. 

The kind I used analyzed 2 per cent 
amonia, 8 per cent available phosphoric 
acid, and 8 per cent potassium, 

The fertilizer was applied by means of 
a fertilizer distributor attached to culti- 
vator, at the second cultivation. This 
put the fertilizer on as a top dressing 
to the growing crop, just ahead of the 
shovels so it was well scattered and 
mixed with the moist soil, and there was 
no unpleasant work about it. 

I have tried checking it in with the 
seed corn but never got any results: in 
fact, it seemed to injure the young 
shoots, so I have concluded to keep it 
away from the plant, and scatter it on 
as I cultivate with the distributer at- 
tached to the cultivator.—G. S. Richard- 
son, Muscatine Co., Iowa.

Bee Notes. 

During the warm days of spring look 
at the hives while the bees are taking 
a flight to see if any of them are blocked 
at the bottom with dead bees and debris 
to preventethe bees from passing out of 
the hive. Colonies may smother from 
this cause. When bees drop on the snow 
and die during their winter ffights do 
not get excited and think the colony wil) 
dwindle away, they would have died in 
the hive in a few hours and it is far 
better for them to come out to die. It 
is the old bees or diseased ones that 
perish on the snow. A healthy vigorus 
bee will rise from the snow unless the 
hive stands in a warm sheltered ~lace 
which causes the bees to fly at times 
when it is too cold and windy for them 
to return to the hives. It is better to 
protect the hive from the sun until the 
atmosphere is warm enough for them to 
fly without danger, then remove the 
shade and allow them a flight. 

Do not touch a colony of bees at any 
time unless it is necessary and never 
when it is too cold for them to fly. 
Many people think it is a good time to 
move bees from one locality to another 
when it is cold, Excitement causes them 
to.fill with honey. After they fill with 
honey it is very natural for them to fly. 
When moved or otherwise excited if the 
weather remains cold for several days it 
impairs the colony. 

If the most of the combs are empty in 
spring the frames containing honey 
should be placed near the brood and 
empty combs placed at the outside of 
the hive. During the first warm days of 
spring give them artificial pollen made 
from wheat middlings, finely ground 
corn meal (made from soft dent corn) 


and fine sifted oat meal. Place it in| 


the yard in shallow dishes. They will 
obtain what they need with one quarter 
of the work they do in going to the 
fields for it and do not run the risk of 
perishing by squalls or sudden cold. 

Do not put the surplus cases on too 
early. Place combs containing eggs and 
young larvae at the outside of the hive 
when putting the cases on the _ hives. 
This will prevent them from storing 
honey in the brood chamber for three 
weeks which will compel them to store 
in the surplus, 

During the swarming season hive after 
swarms in little boxes of any description 
until there is enough to fill a hive full, 
then unite in the evening. Kill all of 
the inferior queens seen when uniting.— 
J. H. Andre, Tioga Co., N. Y.

All Over the Farm. 

Get the spring’s work under way just 
as soon as the earth is in good condition. 
Every day counts now. Lose one at this 
season and you will miss two or three at 
the other end. 

Work the horses in gradually. Remem- 
ber that their muscles need to be tough- 
ened by regular and systematic exercise. 

A good place to use the new fanning 
mill is to run the seed oats through it.

The Low-Down Handy Wagon, 

It is strange that some farmers will 
willingly spend money for some improved 
machine that wili save labor or do work 
more efficently and, yet when 
they buy a new wagon, get 
the narrow-tired high-wheeled 
kind. 

Maybe they take what the 
local dealers wants to sell in- 
stead of insisting on getting 
what they need. Or, maybe 
they never studied the ques- 
om tion and do not know that it 
is usually a mistake to get the high-wheeled 
wagon. 

Our mission is to instruct, and we may 
as well say a few things about the com- 
mon every-day farm wagon. Its use 
involves some important laws in physics. 

Why does the Indian use the woven 
snow-shoe and the Norwegian the ski 
in traveling over the deep snow? And 
why do the farmers put extended solid- 
bottomed shoes on the horses that are 
used in cutting the wire-grass marshes 
of Minnesota and Wisconsin used in 
making matting?

with a wide tire—say, 3 or 4 inch. These 
are: when the mud has reached that con- 
sistency that it fills in between the 
spokes,, or when narrow tires have cut 
a deep rut. It then takes two or three 


trips with wide tires to make the ad- 
vantage in favor of the latter. When 


there are 3 or 4 inches of soft mud or 
dust over a hard road-bed, or when there 
is deep sand on hard road-bed, then the 
narrow tire has the advantage. But 
what makes these conditions in the road- 
bed? The deep ruts are cut by narrow 
tires and the rains make the roads very 
soft and “bottomless.” The narrow tires 
cut the mud up as it dries and make a 
deep dust. Wide tires would pack the 
mud and prevent ruts, would pack the 
drying mud and prevent dust, so we ean 
thank the users of narrow-tired wagons 
for the worst conditions in the roads, 
On plowed fields, meadows, or grain 
fields the wide-tired wagon has less draft 
than the narrow-tired wagon carrying an 


equal load. And as most of the use of 
farm wagons is on the farm land there 
is more reason why the tires should be 
at least 3 inches wide. 

The grade determines the increase in 
the draft, other things being equal. <A 
team pulling a load up a 7 per cent 
grade will be pulling 7 per cent harder 
than when on the level road. When a 


wheel cuts into the soil it increases the 
draft just the same as if going up grade 
for it must constantly rise above the 
dirt or in fact, crush the soil beneath it. 
While it does not lift the load quite as 


high as a stone or stump obstruction 
would because the soil yields partly, yet 
the fact that the line of draft is not 


parallel to the course of the wheel makes

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About this Time of the Year. 


Some things have to\be d in the 
time of it, if they ever to any- 
thing. Lets think over them 


now, before the rush begins. 

Oats to amount to anything ought to 
be sowed early. A great many times 
we think late-sowed oats do as well as 
any. That never was the way with me. 
The earlier I could get my oats in after 
the frost goes out of the ground the 
better. 

But wait until] the ground is dry 
enough. Mudding in crops of any kind 
never pays. You not only run the risk 
of spoiling your crop, but you spoil your 
land at the same time for a good many 
years to come. So see_jo it that the 
land is quite dry. 

And then, plow a little deeper than 
you did for the crop that you took off 
the land last year. You want to bring 
up some of the rich soil that has not 
been worked over so many times. There 
is more goodness in it and you will get 
a better crop out of it. 

Get the man that drives the team to 
promise that he will harrow the land till 
it is as mellow as an ash-heap. May- 
be he will tell you that there is no use 
in over-doing the matter. Never mind 
him; be a boss of that job yourself and 
stay by that man till he does a thorough 
job. 
Sow some seed; put on about two bush- 
els to the acre, seed down with good, 
clean timothy and clover and sit down to 
wait for a splendid harvest. You will 
get it. 

Now, there is another crop that I think 
should be put in early. That is po- 
tatoes. Early potatoes are the ones that 
bring in the money. Have you not not- 
iced that every year the man that puts 
some nice early potatoes in the market 
gets a dollar a bushel for them? A few 
weeks later, other farmers will begin to 
saunter into the field and-the price will 
drop. They will not get more than 
half a dollar, and they will bring your 
price down to that, too. So be on hand. 

Plow the land in the fall, if possible, 
and then plow it again in the spring. You 
need not be afraid of plowing it too much, 
It will be time and labor well spent. 
Harrow till the last armed foe expires; 
it is the cost of a good crop. 

Mark the land off both ways. I used 
to think you could get along with mark- 
ing only one way. But I have found out 
my mistake. You may be able to crowd 
old mother nature a little for a few 
years, but she will kick after a@ bit. 

Plant good-sized seed. The best for 
that urpose are about as large as a goose 

. Don’t economize by planting the 
little bits of things, unless you want 
them all to be small. 

About a week before they are due to 
come up, go over the field with a light, 
spike-tooth harrow and loosen up the 
soil. It will hasten the crop about com- 
ing on. 

As soon as you can see the rows, set 
the cultivator to going. Keep it going 
after that till it is time to hill the plants 
up. Keep the bugs off. Spray for the 
blight, and you will not need to worry 
much about your crop. 

If you need to use fertilizer and have 
no barnyard manure, use land plaster and 
some good brand of fertilizer, mixed about 
half and half, putting not more than two 
tablespoonfuls in the hiil before you cov- 
er them up.—Z._ L. Vincent.

Clover Dodder. 

Dodder is a yellow, leafless, thread- 
like, parasitic plant that starts inthe soil 
along with the clover, twines around the 
clover stem and soon loses its connection 
with the soi] and thereafter lives upon 
the clover plant by sending feeders right 
into the clover stem. Twining around 
like a morning g'ory, and feeding upon 
the sap of the clover, it is a little wonder 
that a clover field soon gives up the 
struggle for existance.

But a well trained span of mules is 
piece of property that any farmer 
may well be proud of, and they are by 
no means to be despised. Their long 
ears and ungainly legs do not add much 
to their appearance, and their bray can 
hardly be called musical, but those same 
awkward legs have more “pull” than a 
great many politicians, and one mule 
has more endurance than two or three 
horses.

Crossing Pure Breeds. 

There is a disposition among many 
farmers and stock raisers to cross-breed 
Thus there is constantly goIng on a tear- 
ing down of what the pure-bred breeder 
is striving to build up. 

There are farmers and stock raisers 
in all communities ready to tell what thev 
have done in cross-breeding Poland Chi- 
nas and Berkshires, or Shorthorns and 
Galloways; claiming that the cross-bred 
animals of these crosses are far ahead of 
the pure-breds of either breed used in 
making the cross. They advocate the 
cross and recommend it to others. But 
if you will notice that in each case, the 
animal is pushed to the limit to prove 
the advantage of such a cross and it is 
the first cross only that shows up well. 
There is no effort made to discredit such 
a cross by letting it be surpassed by the 
pure-bred. 

There is merit in pure breeding, in 
pure bred animals, and in the effort 
to build up the aavanced quality in these 
animals. It is being done each year. 
The standard is getting higher with the 
meritorious breeders. 

How is it with the cross-breeder? What 
has he to show? Where are his results? 
Has he got a fixed type of animal pro- 
duced from his crosses that is creditable 
or that he is proud of, or has he been 
spending his time and efforts in pro- 
ducing a scrub? 

When a breeder becomes an experimen- 
ter, and gets a beef idea and a dairy 
idea into his head at the same time, 
and to such an extent that he is per- 
suaded to cross a beef breed and a dairy 
breed of cattle in order to secure a bet- 
ter individual or a better combination, he 
is only lending himself and his efforts 
to the creation of scrubs. 


It is not necessary to have a scrub to 
produce a scrub. This can be done read- 
ily by using stock of different breeds, and 
the greater the divergence in the type 
and character of the breeds used, the 
better and quicker the foundation is laid 
for scrub breeding. It is this cross- 
breeding experimentation that is in a 
great measure responsible for the pres- 
ent day scrub and the holding back of 
a more rapid improvement in the gen- 
eral stock of the country. If you want 
to raise beef cattle, get a pure-bred one 
of some beef breed and you will have 
something that you will not be ashamed 
of when the buyer comes around, or if 
you want to raise dairy cattle choose 
some dairy breed and do not cross with 
some other and breed down but rather 
breed to the best blood that is obtainable 
and you will have a product that there 
is always a good demand for.—R. B.

Making a Calf Feed. 


When the calf is old enough to drink 
skimmed milk make a porridge of oat 
meal and flour, sift the ground oats 
or use rolled oats. Cook it thoroughly, 
salt it a little and pour in the cold milk 
until it is a little warmer than the 
freshly drawn cow’s milk. It will lose 
some heat by pouring into his pail. Keen 
all the kettles and pails thoroughly 
scalded. Give the calves a little meal, 
linseed and sifted oat meal and early 
cut hay. They will not be so apt to 
suck each others ears if they have these 
after drinking —W. W. Mazim, Ozford 
Co., Me.

Joint Ill in Colts, 
With the opening of the foaling sea- 
son, cases of “joint ill” will begin to be 
reported from here and there over the 
country. Last spring, for some unknown 
reason this trouble was unusually prev- 
alent. The disease has the effect of 
stunting growth and may almost ruin 
the coit’s limbs. In combatting it, the 
question is not so much one of curing 
the disease, once it has taken hold, as it

is of preventing the infection which 
causes it. 
Joint ill or navel ill as it is some- 


times called, is caused by a germ infec- 
tion of the umbilical cord soon after the 
foal’s birth. Germs are found almost 
everywhere but healthy living tissue re- 
sists them with ease. At birth this um- 
bilical cord is broken and for a time 
the end of it becomes an open connec- 
tion between living and dead tissue. Thus 
the navel is naturally an easy point for 
the germs to enter at this time. The colt 
lies down in the stable manure and filth. 
Germs present in the decaying matter 
enter the freshly torn end of the cord 
and begin to multiply. They work up- 
ward along the cord, entering and pois- 
oning the colt’s bleod. 

This poisoning manifests itself by the 
formation of abscesses. Sometimes these 
occur at the navel but more often they 
form at the joints. Quantities of pus 
collect and the abscesses at last break 
or have to be opened. A running sore 
very likely results and it is three or 
four months, maybe even mort, before 
they can be healed over. Even then it is 
liable to leave a rough scar and perhaps 
cause the limb to be permanently crooked 
and imperfect. When the abscesses oc- 
cur at the joints only, unless the owner 
is familiar with the nature of the dis- 
ease he may never even suspect that the 
cause of all the trouble was an infec- 
tion of the navel or umbilical cord during 
first few hours of the foal’s external 

e. 

To prevent this ailment means taking 
away its cause—infection. In this re- 
gard, a clean grassy lot makes the most 
desirable place for the mare to foal. If 
this is impracticable, keep the mare in

Many a bull dairy calf will make 
money for its owner if turned into veal.

Profitableness of Old Cows. 


If a cow has been rightly fed for all | 


of her life she will be a good cow when 
she becomes old. A cow that has been 
overfed for years will have become 

“burned out” by the time she is ten or 
twelve years of age. The cow that has 
never been fed to bring her up to her high- 
est capacity for milk-giving will have 
fixed her habits of milk-giving at a low 
point and will not be valuable as an old 
cow. She will, therefore, have to be dis- 
posed of to the butcher several years be- 
fore she would otherwise have gone out 
of service. 

There are a large number of old cows 
that will increase their capacity for milk- 
giving, if fed on a properly balanced ra- 
tion and with a large amount of succulent 
feed the year round. This is what de- 
velops the capacity of the cow. A great 
many cows are never fed with the idea 
of getting out of them the greatest 
amount of milk possible each year, with 
due regard to the health of the cows. If

They are not given green pastur- 
age at one time of year and forced to 
content themselves with dry forage for 
six months of the year. 

Silage is the greatest help in the right 
feeding of cows, for it is a food product 
that is easy on the digestive organs of 
the animals and by its use they can have 
succulent food the year round. The 
little wear on the vitality of the cows 
brings them to old age in good condition 
and with many years of usefulness before 
them.— Wm.

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Why Dairymen Should Practice 
Good Tillage. 

All students of cattle feeding are aware 
there are two great classes of feeds. 
both of which are necessary in certain 
proportions, for best results. They are 
protein feeds and carbohydrate feeds. 
The former are scarcer and harder to 
row on an ordinary farm than the lat- 
ter. They are also the most expensive. 
We are therefore interested in the pro- 
tein content of forage crops. We have 
learned that these crops differ in their 
vield and in the guantities of food nu- 
trients. By using more nitrogenous for- 
age crops, .ess high priced grains will be 
required. In this connection an increase 
in protein and a decrease in fiber is de- 
sirable, as nitrogenous foods are more 
easily digested in forage crops with wut 
little fibers, and fiber is the least di- 
gestible nortion of the plant. 

The dairyman’s protein ration is to- 
day supplied largely from  purchasen 
grains: carbohydrates from the coarse 
fodders. The forage crops are now fur- 
nishing less than one-half the protein 
of the averagé mixed ration. This 
should not continue under the prevail- 
ing high prices of protein grains. More 
attention must be paid to the growing 
of forage crops of such kinds. and in 
such a manner, that they shall have a 
maximum protein content. ~ 

Forage crops on well tilled and wel: 
manured land may, and often will, con- 
tain from 25 to 30 per cent more protein 
than the same crop on poorly tilled, in- 
fertile soil. This is abundantly proven 
by experiment station records of anat- 
yses. They will also contain much less 
crude fiber. 

Alfalfa. This protein forage crop is one 
that offers great possibilities of economy 
for the dairy feeder. It should be grown 
as largely as possible in sections of the 
country where it already thrives, and 
through the study of seed adapted to 
new localities and proper preparation 
of the soil, its habitat should be extend- 
ed. The hay averages a hivher protein 
content than wheat bran or ground oats. 
or any of the stock feeds. It can be 
cut at an earlier period of growth than 
clover, thus affording earlier forage, and 
one richer in protein even than clover. 

Clover in all New England latitudes 
will give two cuttings a year, the second 
being a little the richer in protein. The 
first cutting will contain about 12 per 
cent of protein and the second cutting 
has been known to contain as high as 
16°per cent. With clover, the maximum 
protein content and the minimum fibre 
is produced on rich, lime soils, The well 
tilled field wins here as elsewhere. 

A study of cover seed has shown thar 
the dark-colored seeds contain most pro- 
tein and that plants grown from them 
will have a higher content of protein. 

Pea hay is rich in protein, but is diffi- 
cult to harvest and cure. As a soiling 
crop, grown with oats, peas are most 
excellent. They yield to good tillage: 
and heavy manuring and fed green are 
very palatable. They balance the corn 
fodder ration to nerfection. Here again. 
a study of the seed has shown . decided 
difference. The darker colored seeds show 
a protein content of 4 per cent more than 
the light. This is a valuable factor in 
increasing the protein of the fodder. 
Corn is the most easily grown forage 
crop. The silo and the corn field have 
come to have a prominent place in Amer- 
ican dairying. flowever, the plant is 
not yet fully understood. Green, imma- 
ture fodder may contain JO per cent of 
water, fairly matured and still green, it 
may contain as little as 60 per cent. The 
dry matter in corn fodder grown on good 
soil, well manured and well tilled, may 
contain as high as 9 per cent of protein. 
Experiments carefully carried over 4 
series of years have shown that four per- 
cent in protein content may be gained 
on well manured land. 

Corn stover. the plant with the ears 
removed as distinguished from corn fod- 
der, the whole plant of good quality 
and judiciously stored, will contain 7 per 
cent protein, while samples of poor qual- 
ity have been found to contain only 5 
per cent,

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Farm Butter Making. 

We have had a great deal of trouble 
to churn our cream in the winter as we 
could not ripen our cream properly, our 
cellar being cold to do the work right. 
I invented a contrivance which does 
away with all our former worry in that 
line, and has proved a genuine success. 
Mv contrivance consists of heater; on 
which we can temper our milk and cream 
in a cold cellar. 

To make our apparatus 
ordinary 50-pound tin can 
been used for lard, and cut it off six 
rR inches high from the 
bottom. Made a metal 
tube (A) two ft. long. 
ope and _ one-fourth 
inches out-side diamet- 
er: cut a hole one and 
one-fourth inches in 
diameter centre of 
bottom of lard can. 
Soidered the tin tube 
in the hole. This tube 
is for draught or chim- 
ney to carry the lamp 
fumes off and draw the heat upwards. 
We then nailed four wooden blocks (B) 
one inche square and two inches long in- 
side the can upon the bottom equi-dis- 
tant from each other then put in a false 
bottom (C) of tin one and one-half 
inches less in diameter than the bottom 
of can, and nailed the false bottom in- 
side the can on the four wooden blocks; 
then we cut ovt six circular pieces or 
blocks of wood (D) and nailed them in- 
side of the can on the upper edge: then 
we made a tin (F) the size of the can 
and cut a hole (FE) in center of the tin 
five inches in diameter, and nailed it se- 
curely to the circular blocks of wood on 
the edge of can. Invert the heater and 
it is ready for use.

out a hole seven inches in diameter in 
a table, set the tin heater over the hole 
in the table, put the heate’ box over the 
heater; set a box under the table. put 
a flat bottom lamp with metal chimney 
on same, on the box; have the lamp high 
enough so that the metal chimney will 
enter into the circular opening of 
heater just one-half inch. We use an or- 
dinary brooder lamp for the purpose. We 
use four-gallon cream crocks for our 
cream and 50-pound tin lard cans to put 
the milk in, and set these vessels on top 
of the heater box to temper the cream 
and milk properly.

The best way 
to avoid that is to have some of the 
cows come in along in the fall, so that 
there may be some fresher milk and 
cream to churn. 

Don’t worry because the calf is not 
yet weaned of drinking milk. It would 
do him good to have nice milk every 
day till he goes out to pasture next 
spring. Some men even feed their cows 
the spare sour milk they have and get 
it all back. It won’t hurt them a mite. 

Let me put in a plea for warm milk 
for the calves. It does them more good 
by far than freezing cold milk. An old 
farmer who always had the best calves in 
the neighborhood always warmed the milk 
they drank. The cold milk ch‘lls them and 
for a time retards digestion. 

You cannot find anything better than 
buckwheat shorts for calves. A little 
handful every time they have their meals 
will stick to their ribs first rate. 

It is a waste of time to try to churn 
in cold weather unless you temper your 
cream right. It must be properly ripened 
too. Here is where lots of folks miss 
it. Get the art of ripening and temper- 
ing your cream the first thing you do.

They add to 
the growth of your stock and they save 
money in feed. 

Some day or other we will all see 
how great a mistake it is to mate heifers 
and bulls that are only a year old. [ft 
is no more right than to let boys and 
girls of fourteen or fifteen set up in the 
marrying business. All wrong from the 
bottom up. Let young stock grow till 
it gets its size and then you will have 
some cows and males which will be a 
credit to you and bring in the money at 
the same time.

Think of that! Why, you ought to do 
it at least three times a day; at morn- 
ing, the first thing, again about eleven 
when you let them out and again at 
the close of the day.

The Young Poults. 

One of the hardest tasks the housewife 
encounters in the growing of young tur- 
keys, until they are able to forage con- 
siderably for their feed is loss from bowel 
and intestinal disorders, chiefly due to 
improper feeding condiments.

Poultry Experiences. 


One should begin hatching very early. I 
try to keep breeds that are good cluckers. 
Take the Buff Cochins or Buff Orphing- 
tons for instance—and there are plenty 
of others as good, and you can be put- 
ting hens to brood in January or Febru- 


ary first. I do. 
And I don’t be- 


lieve in bringing 
chickens in the 
house and mother- 
ing them myself. 
This thing of keep- 
ing a half dozen or 
dozen_ shrieking 
chickens in a box 


in the house I will 
not have. No dif- 
erence how early I 
set eggs, and this, 
so far, has always 
been eariier than I 
care to set an incu- 
bator because of a 
difficulty in getting good eggs enough of 
the kind I want to fill it with, I always 
set enough hens at one time to get enough 
hatched to give to at the very least, 
two hens. 

I have learned that at any time, early 
or late, the fewer eggs or chicks you 
give a hen the better work she does for 
you, and especially in cotd weather don’t 
give her more than twelve eggs to cover, 
though she may be very large, and not 
more than this to hover when hatched. 

I give the hens a good coop in a well 
covered and moderately tight house, and 
here they stay until the weather is warm 
enough. When it turns very cold, and 
I am not afraid of any amount of work 
to keep these early chicks alive. as it 
is from these I plan for my next year 
stock, I place jugs of hot water in the 





coops vith the hens. This helps out 
the wirmth cf the hens. I change the 
straw in this inside coop every other 


day, giving it deep that it may help the 
hen cuddle the chicks. 

Some people run incubators without 
brooders, expecting to keep the chicks in 
boxes and heat by means of jugs, lan- 
terns and so forth This may work if 
one fixes everything right for it to work. 
More often than not, the irregular heat, 
the smothering and chilling, reduce the 
brood to few. Better in these cases 
eonstruct a “fireless brooder,” setting it 
in a room heated by a _ stove. The 
chickens in these, like the chicks in @ 
brooder, lamp heated, are better con- 
tented, making little outcry. 

For the cold weather incubator hatches 
I now-a-davs use an indoor brooder. There 
is a stove in this room but I seldom 
light the gas in this as I fear an over 
heat for the chicks.

Peach trees 
will grow more rapidly and soonest pro- 
vide an abundant shade. With all our 
spraying and trapping, the insects do get 
past us. The fowls may not get al] that 
remain, but they and the little chickens 
will get many of them. Poultry like the 
fruit and fowls in an orchard will eat 
the immature fruits as they fall and in 
doing so they kill off the worms that 
caused these fruits to fall prematurely. 
Have you ever watched a flock of little 
chicks in an orchard? They are all the 
time chasing and hunting insects, many 
of them so small we can hardly see 
them, but we know when a tiny chick 
catches one by its self-satisfied manner. 
The chicken has perhaps saved a num- 
ber of apples, and the insects and exer- 
cise go to promote a healthy development 
of the chick. The fowls also destroy the 
root enemies of the trees and they do 
it without damaging the rootlets as is 
oftentimes done by a thorough cultiva- 
tion. Many a fruit grower fails to prop- 
erly cultivate his orchard for fear he 
will peel the trunks of the trees and 
damage the rootlets by doing the work. 
Just cut the soil under the trees and 
scatter fine seed and the fowls will do 
the work just right. They will also en- 
rich the soil while they are doing the 
work. We make take two trees of the 
same age and size and plant one in the 
poultry yard and one outside and the 
difference in the vigor and growth can 
be readily noted at the end of the sea- 
son.

The young guineas are 
of a delicate flavor and should be mar- 
keted when six months old; the flavor 
then resembles partridge or quail and is 
much esteemed.

They 
are more domestic in their nature and 
when hatched by chicken hens will readily 
mingle with other poultry, mot ‘being 
of a quarrelsome disposition ag the pearl 
variety which fault has kept this 
breed in the background.

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At three weeks of age they go into an 
outdoor brooder, heated night and day 
with a lamp. At six weeks of age they 

into the brooder house, which is not 
a fine affair at all, simply a long low 
house, built of old boards and store 
boxes, the floor made of the same, the 
roof of good shingles. I insist on good 
roofs. 

I once had that bain of poultry rais- 
ing, the Typhlitis, coccodiosa—white 
diarrhea—bad in the yards. I have rid 
them of it, I think. 

Incubator chicks get it in the 
bator. I disinfect the incubator after 
every hatch. i 
infected, newly scalded brooder, that is 
cleaned after, every day, letting the 
chicks run in a box while this is done. 
I lost but one batch of brooder chicks 
last year with this disease—or rather 
part of a brood. I put thirty hen 
hatched chicks with the _ incubator 
hatched. The hen hatch had it, and the 
bacilli spread. I saved seventy chicks 
finally out of one hundred and thirty. 
This was only done by prompt action, 
every droopy chick, or one showing the 
watery discharge, or clogged up condi- 


incu- | 
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The chicks go in a dis-, 


tion, both of which belong to this disease, ' 


removed every morning, an 
drowned. The brooder was scalded out, 
fresh chaff put in. Through the day it 
was watched for the droopy chicks, and 
they were removed. It is the one only 
way to stop this greatest of all menaces 
to the poultry business. That is. with 
the chicks. One must, to shut off en- 
tirely, rid the hens of it, also sterilize 
the shells of eggs you put in an incu- 
bator with a nintey per cent solution of 
alcohol. Also soak the grounds with 
sulphuric acid solution where chicks have 
roosted and died of it. I am giving my 
experience in all this. 

I feed young chicks the commercial 
chick feed from the first. I want grit 
in it, but the very least of millet. With 
this I feed at the start—24 hours after 
hatching, bread crumbs rolled in raw 
egg yolk, boiled milk, or weak store tea 
as a drink at first, a little cooked rice, 
some. bread soaked in milk, and chopped 
green stuff. But never to stuffing. If 
they stuff on anything it is the grain. 

I do not believe in placing an artifi- 
cially heated brooder near or in a barn.

My out door brooders are home made, | 


heated with a lamp, and are perfectly 

safe in the hands of a careful person.

spring I raised 400 chickens and had| 


them off my hands for special looking 
after before June first. This was an 


average of 16 chicks apiece to the hens | 


for me. This may not seem large, but 
without the incubator it isn’t likely those 
hens would have hatched and raised a 
hundred for me in that time. 

The machine I used the year before 
needed an alarm bell as its heated regu- 
lator depended on a pin set just so. These 
are a nuisance. It cooked more chickens 
than it ever hatched. The incubator I 
used last year worked as perfectly with- 
out the Harris alarm bell as with it. 
as its regulator was built to work all 
right—Ida M. Shepler, Henry Go., Ind.

An enterprising poultry dealer in 
sjoston for years has many carloads of 
geese bought and shipped to his large 
farm in Mansfield, Mass. When the 
writer ‘visited the farm he saw 9,000 
geese, Toulouse and African, but the 
greatest number were a cross between 
the wild goose and African. 

The geese are brought here in Septem- 
ber and October and kept until Christ- 
mas. One man cares for the whole flock. 
They are fed twice daily on a mash of 
corn meal mixed with water. Sometimes 
whole or cracked corn is substituted for 
the mash. A brook and an artificial 
pond supplies them with water, 

Three or four time a week a supply 
of geese are killed, packed in crates, and | 
sent to the market stall in Boston. This] 
goes on until the Jast goose is sold. Twen- | 
ty-five cents is the average profit cleared 





on each goose. 

Very little shelter is supplied and the 
geese never seem to mind che changes in 
the weather. When a earload gcrrivs 
in Mansfieid th crates are opened and 
the geese driven to the farm a mile dis- 
tant, 

Every year hundreds of people visit 
this farm which is the largest goose farm 
in America. John, the-old_ Irishman, 
with a barrel of mash rigged between 
two wheels is always on duty at feed 
ing time and will not allow visitors in 
the fields at such times, though at any 
other time he is glad to show visitors 
around. The hospital yard brings forth 
his tears as he points out geese which 
were injured in their long journey to| 
the farm. 

The fields are separated into yards of | 
twenty acres by wire netting and the en-} 
tire farm is enclosed with the same kind | 
of fencing. 

A carload of grain issconsumed in a| 
week. Several pickers are employed to 
dress and pack the geese for shipment, 
and this Boston dealer has built up a 
large trade by the reputation of these} 
Down East geese, 

Thus is it proved that there is a de- 
mand for geese in the markets, and for 
this reason more could be profitably kept 
on a farm, 

The eggs can be set under hens and 
the goslings brought up by mother hens, 
or brought up by mother goose The 
goslings are quite delicate when young 
and need food eare and proper food. As 
soon as they are six or eight weeks old 
they commence to subsist on grass alone 
and from that time on they are easily 
eared for. They should be given free 
range ion a large yard or pasture where

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Selecting Hatching Eggs. 

When choosing eggs for hatching I pre- 
fer to select them with some particular 
purpose in view. If for eggs, I choose 
eggs from the active hen that begins 
laying early in winter and keeps it up, 
even if she is not the finest looking fowl 
in the flock. Of course I do not wish 
her to be undersized for the breed, or in 
any way diseased, 

I like breeding fowls to be one year old 
at least. 1 choose eggs of medium size 
as large eggs almost always prove in- 
fertile, and small-ones hatch weak chicks. 
I like smooth eggs of perfect shape and 
with good shells. 

I do not think eggs are at their best 
for hatching strong chicks if kept for 
more than one week and then they should 
be kept at proper temyerature and turned 
daily. If one is breeding for beauty or 
for market they must resort to other 
methods of selection, such as size, color, 


etc., of the birds for the breeding pen. 
I think it only fair.to state, for the bene- 
fit of those who are not experienced in 


that line, that if one wishes to obtain 
well bred stock, and the particular strain 
they fancy is located some hundred miles 
distant, it is usually much cheaper and 
better to purchase birds than eggs. 

I have learned from experience both 
by buying and selling eggs at a distance, 
that no matter how fertile and fresh they 
may be when shipped they are quite apt 
to prove disappointing when sent by rail 
a long distance. Conscientious poultry- 
men prefer to sell birds when they go 
so far, as they give better satisfaction. 
A reasonably good hatch may be secured 
under favorable ¢onditions if they are 
shipped from 50 to 100 miles.—Mrs. S.

Sweep down the cobwebs’ with a 
broom from the walls and roof for they 
will attract dust and 
unsightly. 

Scald out the water receptacles oc- 
cassionally to kill disease germs. 

Wash the windows so they will admit 
the sunshine for the more sunshine the 
better during the cold months. 
If dropping boards are used clean 
as an absorbent. 


boards placed around underneath the 
roosts to keep the manure from being 
mixed with the litter. Add a layer of 
dry earth every few days. This com- 
post should be removed at stated inter- 
vals, 

When litter becomes soiled remove it 
and put in a fresh supply. 

Never feed mash or grain in a feed 


trough that is soiled. Do not throw 
oyster shells, charcoal, or beef scraps 
upon the ground or litter but havé ‘a 
feed box for such purpose. A self 


feeding box with three partitions admir- 
ably serves the purpose, 

Empty all watering receptacles at 
night so as to start with fresh water in 
the morning. 

Raise the windows and open the doors 
so houses may be thoroughly aired and 
dried out during warm sunny days in 
the winter. 

Clean out the nest boxes occassionaly, 
putting in a fresh supnoly of bedding or 
hay chaff or other’ servicable material. 
Whitewash the henhouse both inside 
and out once each year. 

Apply kerosene to the roosts with a 
cloth or swab every two weeks during 
warm weather to kill the red spider lice. 
Keep the poultry house clean and neat 
and your efforts will amply be rewarded 
by the egg basket apd kind words from 
your friends.

Keep up a good heat until plants are 
well up, then lower the temperature 5 
to 10 degrees. The seed of tomatoes, 
egg plant and peppers should not be 
planted until about the 20th of the 
month. Care should be taken that to- 
mato, egg-plant and pepper plants do 
not get chilled, or set hack in growth 
for when once stunted they never recover 
sufficiently to niake a good crop. 

Deeply prepared ground and shallow 
culture pay best. Apply well rotted ma- 
nure after ground is broken and work it 
in with disc and cutting harrow. As 
the feeding roots of plants are near the 
surface, hence the necessity of having 
the manure there. Do not be in a hurry 
to break up the garden, wait until the 
soil crumbles a little. It will work nicer, 
look better and produce a much better 
class of vegetables. 

Stay clear of novelties; let the other 
fellow try them. Plant only for main 
crop what you know to be good.—/J. Wes- 
ley Griffin, Gallatin Co., Ky.

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Hotbeds. 

Some early truck needs starting sooner 
than the weather will permit in the open. 

To permit of their 
growth while the weather 
is yet uncertain § con- 
struct a hotbed as shown. 
On the south side of the 
house is best. Any place 
where it will be protected 
from the chill north-west 
winds of early spring. 

Dig a pit about two feet deep and 
line it- with cheap rough boards fastened 
to stakes. Carry the boards up a foot 
higher on the back than ground level 
and about 6 inches on the lower side. 
It may be as long as needed and nearly 
as wide as the storm sash is long. 

Pile some fresh manure near at hand 
and let it remain until it gets hot, turn- 
ing once or twice to induce even fer- 
mentation. Wet the manure if necessary 
to hasten heating. Pack it into the hot- 
bed frame, tramping thoroughly, espec- 
ially around the edges. Put on about 
4 inches of good garden loam and thrust 
a thermometer into the manure and leave 
until the heat has dropped back to about 





90 degrees. 
Bank up around 
frame, put storm 


sash on so they can 
be slid up and down 
or hinged so as to 
open at bottom. It 
is ready for use

The Prizetaker Onion. 

All appreciate the health giving prop- 
erties of the onion and would like to give 
this vegetable the prominent place it de- 
serves on their tables if they could get a 
kind that is not rank in flavor. There is 
one variety, the Prizetaker, which is e- 
tirely free from this objection, bein: 
sweet and tender so that it may be eaten 
raw, with none of the biting, burning sen 
sation of mouth and throat. 

In order to save some of the labor 
which attaches to growing onions from 
seed, we grow sets by sowing the seed 
very thickly, rather late in the season, 
about the middle of April, which is late 
for onions in central Missouri, They 
are cultivated just enough to keep weeds 
and crab grass from choking them, but 
not enough to encourage much growth and 
as soon as the tops are dry or dead they 
are pulled and spread in an airy place 











and later put in gunny sacks and hung 


in a loft where dry and cool, but will not 
freeze. We sort them with a “seive” 
through which, when shaken, al] bulbs less 
than three-fourths inch in diameter will 
pass. The larger ones are rejected as 
seed for mature onions, but are used in 
growing green onions, for home table and 
market use, for these larger bulbs wil 
separate and grow more than one plant 


and will, if ‘allowed, produce several 
plants, while the small ones produced 
one each. 


In planting the sets enough space is 
left between the rows so that one has 
room to walk in hoeing the onions, and 
the sets are placed four inches or a 
trifle more apart, so that a narrow hoe 
at one stroke destroys any weed that 
might appear between the plants, and 
thus do away with the wearisome hand 
weeding which is inevitable when growing 
onions. The soil, made loose by plenty 
of humus and farther enriched by hen 
manure and ashes, grows beautiful, uni- 
form bulbs that nearly touch each other 
in the row before growth ceases. When 
pulled, the onions are spread out to cure 
in a dry, airy place and heing careful not 
to bruise them in handling we have no 
trouble in keeping them from spoiling til] 
all. are used or’ sold.—Mrs. D. C. Corn- 
man, St. Louis Co., Mo.

Profit in Waste Places on the Farm. 
Many poor soils, now waste spots on 


the farm, would become profitable if 
planted with the right kind of forest 
trees, and cared for in the right way. | 
Trees will often grow where grain and 
grass will not. Swamps, stony ridges, 
exhausted fields, and washed bLillsides 
need not be abandoned. There is money 


in most of them if they are set to work 


producing woodlots and forests. But 
knowledge and judgment are necessary, 
and a bau guess may be costly. 

Many trees do well in their soils— 
cone-bearing trees in particular. The 


farmer is fortunate whose land has no 
poor spots. Few landowners are so well 
off. Fertile acres are usually fairly prof- 
itable, but the gravel bars, rocky knolls, 
marshy swales, and exhausted and erod- 
ed slopes are not. Scarcely one of them 
will 


need remain unproductive. They 

grow timber—pine, locust, poplar, osage 
orange, oak, chestnut, or some other kind, 
But the soil must be studied, and the 
species selected to suit it. Failure might 


follow the planting of walnut on soil 
suited to white pine, or vice versa. 

It is decidedly worth while to keep all 
of the farm at work. The owner pays| 
taxes on all his land, and is out of pocket 
for whatever is not earning him some- 
thing. Further, by growing a tree crop 
on land which is too poor to plow, the 
quality of the iand itself is improved. 
Forests add humus the soil. better-! 
ing its character; and it has lately been 
discovered that the decaying leaf litter 
has also the power of gathering from the 
air a certain amount of nitrogen, the 
most important of plant foods. In this 
respect the forest does for the soil what 
leguminous crops, like clover and alfal-

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Real Karly Potatoes. 

An Illinois gardner has succeeded in 
having new potatoes the first week in 
June by the foliowing method. About 
March 15th he cut an early variety of 
potato in halves and laid them cut side 
down on an inch of rich soi] and sand 
well mixed together in a flat box. They 
were put as closely as possible and cov- 
ered with three inches of same soil pack- 
ed down a little. 

Set box near stove and water if neces- 
sary until plants are up about three 
inches, when they are transplanted to 
the cold frame. Under the soil in cold 
frame is a foot of horse manure. Wet 
the soil before trying to transplant and 
be careful not to »reak off the plant 
stem. Set in rows 8 by 10 inches. 

When plants are 6 inches high trans- 
plant to garden. Give such care as 
usual after that. 

Potatoes can be planted in the open 
ground before frost is out and they will 
come early. It will not hurt if snow 
falls on the field after planting. But 
this method will not result in as early 
a crop as that described above.

If bees always wintered as well as is 
desirable, it would be a very good rule 
to set them out not sooner nor later than 
when the first pollen is to be had. But 
bees sometimes become very uneasy in 
their winter quarters. The hives wil! 
be soiled by the bees feces, as they can- 
not hold them back any longer. This 
will make the hives still worse homes for 
the bees to stay healthful in. 

When such conditions exist, it is perf- 
erable to take out the bees whether there 
is pollen to be had or not. Of covese 
set them out where they can fly. They 
must cleanse themselves on the wing, you 
know. 

The sudden change from the less pure 
cellar air to the purer air outside, is 
liable to cause the bees to come out with 
a rush. This is to be aveided, for the 
bees do not mark their Jarsron prover'y. 
This results in some hives getting many 
more than their number 0° bees when 
they finally settle down af -vening. Onen 
doors and windows the wight preceding 
the setting out. This wil ivake the cel- 
lar air more like txat outside by the 
next morning. and che bers will be more 
quiet. The doors aod windows must be 
closed early enough the next morning 
so the light admitted through them mav 
not entice the bees frem the hives. 

When bees huve become very uneasy 
in the cellar, thev w li fly from the hives 
when they 2:e e,ried to the summer 
stands. To ,revent this, flood the cellar 
with smoke, then close the entrance with 
a wet rag. J*..’t use a dry one, as it 
will anger the bees. 

Contrect the entrance of the hives as 
soon as they ar: set on the stands. This 
will help to keep the bees from coming 
out with such eagerness that they fail 
to mark their location.—F. A. Stroschein, 
Winnebago Co., Wis.

Sod Mulch for Apple Orchard. 

I have some hilly land that was plow- 
ed three years ago last fall and set 
to trees the spring following. 400 ot 
these trees were Rome Beauty, Stayman 
Winesap, and York Imperial, set 30 by 
36 feet. 350 trees of summer varieties 
and Wagner were set between each one 
in the rows (as fillers) which makes the 
distance 18 by 30 feet apart. Set this 
way it gives us a nice wide space be- 
tween rows. Later when they get to 
crowding we intend to cut out the fillers 
to give more room to remaining trees. 

The first year the land was planted to 
corn and the trees made very little 
growth. That fall we sowed rye and 
in spring seeded to clover. The best of 
the rye was cut for seed and the stubble 
was cut over with mowing machine. A 
part of this was raked and piled around 
the trees and balance left just as it 
fell from the machine 

The ground was dry when this litter 
was piled around the trees, but it soon 
began to gather moisture and when the 
rains came it held moisture. The trees 





responded to this treatment and began 
to take on new life. From then on un- 
till fall they made good growth and 
were in good shape for winter. Litter 
was raked away from around trees to 
protect them from mice in winter. The 
following July the clover made a large 
cutting and was allowed to dry. It was 
then raked on each side of the trees and 
piled around them and the balance was 
left on the ground to decay and enrich 
the soil. 

The second growth of clover and weeds 
made a large growth and was left to fall 
back on the ground to help the moisture. 
and enrich ground, and to help keep soil 
from washing. The one great trouble 
that we hill farmers have to contend 
with is to keep the soil where it belongs. 

Our. trees may not be as large as they 
might have been if we had kept right on 
cultivating them, but they have made 
a, very satisfactory growth. The trees 
were all headed low as possible and are 
growing into well shaped trees which will 
make them easy to spray and also to 
gather the fruit—Geo. FE. Carson, Meigs 
Co., Ohio.

Grain breeders would have an easy 
time of it in raising better crops if this 
simple method always worked. But it 
doesn’t cut much figure. 

But do not now say that henceforth 
you will not bother to use the fanning 
mill. You could not make a greater 
mistake. The mill blows and screens out 
the weed seed and chaff—the very light, 
blighted or unripe seeds that would grow 
with but little vitality. By all means get 
rid of the weed seed. Get rid of the 
screenings that would occupy a place in 
the seeder and prevent your getting a 
good stand by good seed. A broken ker- 
nel of wheat better be fed to the chickens 
than put in the seeder. 

The only advantage in rejectng light 
grain from the seed wheat would be from 
their getting rid of some shrivelled seeds 
that would not grow. If vitality is there 
at all, size has little to do with the pro- 
ductiveness of seed grain.

Young ducks and turkeys destroy 
many injurious insects before planting 
and after harvesting, while in -a small | 
wire-worm infested patch a hen with a 
flock of chickens will make short work 
of the worms especially if the soil is 
dug up and raked over every few days. 

Plant several varieties of the same 
vegetable so as to have a succession, an 
early medium and late variety or an 
early or medium variety planted at short 
intervals although the late varieties are 
generally the heaviest yielders, 

Plan to have the ground occupied the 
whole season. Squash. or pumpkins 
planted near the early patches of pota- 
toes, peas and cabbage, soon take up the 
space and yield what may almost be 
termed a second crop. 

The man or woman who gets down to 
nature in the garden and considers each 
plant as an object of special care. ob- 
serves its peculiarities and treats it as 
an individual or class as they would a 
favorite cow or horse, is the one who 
cannot help but succeed. 





SOME HANDY GARDEN TOuLo 





Every garden should have a few rows 
devoted to testing new varieties of vege- 
tables. By finding out the varieties most 
suitable to fhe local conditions, much 
profitable information is gained. 

Sweet corn is a good thing to plant 
along a fence, around a rubbish heap or 
anywhere that a screen is needed. It 
has the advantage over the sunflower, 
which is usually used for that purpose, 
in waking a closer screen and also fur- 
nishing something eatable. 

The trouble with using too much fresh 
manure in the vegetable garden is that 
not only has it a tendency to sour the 
soil, but all root crops are generally 
mishapen or too leafy. Lime plaster and 
good drainage are the best antidotes for 
soil in this condition. 

The sort of spinach I find best for 
spring planting is the round teafed Viro- 
play or Victoria. These varieties are of 
a dark green color and the leaves are 
very large and thick compared with the 
older sorts. Each plant if properly 
thinned will be as large as a good head 
of lettuce and when eut will grow out 
again vigorously. The Sayoy spinach, 
the leaves of which are wrinkled like the 
Savoy cabbage, is also.a good variety but 
does not, grow as large.

Appetite.—Last fall my 
would pick up pieces of wood 
and boards and chew them and kept 
this up all winter until spring. They 
were in good upland and meadow pas- 
ture all summer; had running spring 
water all the time. In winter they were 
fed on good prairie hay and grain 
twice a day. Now this fall as soon as 
cold weather sets in they started chew- 
ing wood again; will chew on the par- 
titions, mangers, walls, etc., in fact any- 
thing made out of wood. I keep their 
feed boxes full of sat all the time. 
-S. D. Farmer. This is a form of 
Chronic Indigestion. I would reco- 
mend one pound of Epsom salts for 
each animal at one dose. You certainly 
used good judgement in handling. Af- 
ter this use the following medicine. 
Bicarbonate soda one pound, pulver- 
ized nux vomica two ounces, mix, give 
one tablespoon two times daily in feed. 
Pole Evil.—Mare four years old has 
the pulling back habit. A knot on the 
top of the head is stiff. This has been 
hard about two months.—D. O., Can- 
ada. This seems to ve pole evil in the 
first stages. I have had good success 
with the following and recommend it: 
Cerate of cantharides two ounces, bini- 
odide of mercury three drams. Mix, 
apply well rubbed in for 15 minutes. 
Don’t repeat for three weeks and not 
then unless needed. 
Leucorrhea.—Roan mare 11 years old 
will not get in foal. Do not know that 
she has ever been in foal. Passes a 
discharge nearly cll the time. Is in 
fairly good condition. Can get to car- 
, only medium flesh.—A. W., Ind. 
When affected in this way the irrita- 
tion may be in the womb or it may be 
in the vagina. If in the latter portion 
the genital organs, the following if 
properly followed, will work a cure. 
Any mare affected in this way seldom 
gets in foal. I have had good success 





with the following injection: Alum 
one tablespoonful, dissolved in one 
quart of warm water, inject this 


amount once daily. 

An Injured Jaw.—Six-year-old mare 
had a colt the last of June, and about 
two months ago, he kicked her under 
the jaw and it has been swelling and 
running ever since. I have been using 
liniment on it with no success. Please 
tell me what to do for it—B. L. R., 
Minn. The opening should be probed 
to find out whether there is a loose 
piece of bone. Inject Peroxide of Hy- 
drogene and clean out thoroughly. 
Then insert in the opening against the 
bone with a swab dilute hydrochloric 
acid. Do this once daily for two days. 
Do nothing more for one week. Ap- 
ply the same treatment once more, and 
bister with the following blister: Ce- 
rate of cantharides one ounce, bini- 
odide of mercury two drams, mix.

Can you give me 
a cure for my trouble? She gets plen- 
ty to cat—E. H., N. Dak. This is a 
serious proposition. There is no medi- 
cine that I know of. I have had some 
success with the following: Just be- 
fore and during pigging, I have used 
and recommended plenty of greasy dish 
water, also feed about two pounds of 
flesh in the 24 hours. I believe this 
trouble to be due to a craving for 
meat. 


Vertigo.—Young mare apparently in 
good health suddenly drops to ground 
getting up again almost immediately 
and going on with the work. She has 
done this several times. The first was 
when in team drawing a load of fruit 
to market. She went down two or 
three times in a couple of days. I did 
not think much of it then, but she 
dropped in the stall a day or so ago 
rising immediately.—C. B., Mich This 
trouble is due to stomach trouble. 
Change her feed, give mostly soft feeds, 
give her two ounces Glauber’s salts 
two times daily to keep bowels open. 


For Worms in Horses. 


Boil 2 good sized onions in a pint of 
water. Drain, put in tablespoon of salt. 
1 cup home made sorghum, 1 pint but- 
ter-milk: shake together. Give to the 
horse through a long necked bottle. 
This is a cheap simple remedy which 
has saved many horses.—Kate Colyn Ia

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Uncle Ernest’s Temperance Talks.

_ nial banquet at Lincoln’s old Spring- 
field home? 

More than any other of our great men, 
Abraham Lincoln hated alcohol; and 
more than any other: great American he 
many times put on record his adherence 
to the principles of total abstinence. 

For instance: 

There is the historic incident of the 
visit of the notification committee at the 
time of his first nomination. Citizens of 
Springfield called iu advance to say to 
Mr. Lincoln that some “entertainment” 
should be provided for the distinguished 
visitors, saying: “We will supply tke 
needful liquors.” 

“Gentlemen,” said Mr. Lincoln, “I 
thank you for your kind attention, but 
must respectfully decline your offer. 1 
have no liquors in my house and have 
never entertained my friends in that way. 
I cannot permit my friends to do for 
me what I will not do fur myself. I 
shall provide cold water—nothing else.” 





And so, when the committee came, 
after the exchange of formalities, Lin- 
coln said: 

“Mrs. Lincoln will be pleased to see 


you, gentlemen. You will find her in 
the other room. You must be thirsty 
after your long ride. You will find a 
pitcher of water in the library.” 

Throughout his life, boy and man, 
Lincoln always stood for total absti- 
nence. Back in his Indiana boyhood the 
first essay he ever wrote was on temper- 
ance. Early in his career as a young 
lawyer at Springfield he joined the Sons 
of Temperance. Says Brooks, one of 
his most careful biographers, when he 
was offered a drink he always replied, 
“No, thank you, I never use it.” 

Judge Welden tells how Stephen A 
Douglas once offered to Lincoln, in the 
former’s presence, a drink of whisky 
from his flask. Lincoln refused, saying 
he had. always been a temperance man. 
And Leonard Swett, one of Lincoln’s 
intimate friends, says the latter told 
him he did not know how whisky tasted. 

When one thinks of the almost uni- 
versal eustom of that day. especially 
amon politicians, these statements are a 
remarkable testimony to the firmness 
of Lincoln’s temperance principles. 

In a volume issued by the Lincoln 
League is the new story of Lincoln's 
temperance address at South Fork school 
house in 1846. [t was during the agi- 
tation of the Wasbington Society into 
whose crusade the young laywer threw 
his whole soul. The story is told by a 
young mano who signed the pledge at that 
time, and by others still living. 

The great emancipator was one of the 
earliest temperance orators of the coun- 
try. 

One of the most forceful temperance 
lectures ever delivered was that by Mr. 
Lincoln at Springfield, February 22, 
1842, before the Washingtonian Society. 
Fortunately it has been preserved entire 
in the files of the Sangamon Weekly 
Journal—a lengthy, exhaustive speech of 
some 7,000 or 8,000 words. 

I cannot forbear quoting some of the 
sentences from that address: 

“The demon of intemperance ever 
seems to have delighted in sucking the 
blood of genius and generosity. He seems 
to have gone forth, like the Egyptian 
angel of death, commissioned to slay if 
not the first, the fairest born of every 
family. Shall he now be arrested in 
his desolating career? In that arrest all 
can give aid that will; and who shall be 
excused that can, and will not?” 

Here is a gem from the same address: 

“In relation to the principle that all 
men are created equal let it be as nearly 
reached as we can. If we cannot give 
freedom to every creature let us do noth- 
ing that will impose slavery upon any 
cre meteee,” 

Taking into consideration the early 
days in “which it was delivered, no less 
than because of its strength and beauty, 
this speech is one of the greatest of its 
kind ever delivered and it is strange that 


it has been so neglected by Lincoln’s bi- | 
ographers. 


Lincoln kept his pledge! 

John Hay, one of his secretaries and 
was 
a man of extremely temperate habits and 
that he made no use of either whisky or 
tobacco during all the years he knew 
him. 

John G. Nicoley, private secretary and 
joint biographer with Hay, says: ‘“Dur- 
ing all the five years of my service as 
his private secretary I never saw him 
drink a glass of whisky and I never 
knew or heard of his taking one.” 

Out of his heroic poverty and strug- 
gles against hard conditions, in a day 


of vicious habits and customs, Lincoln 
kept his body pure and his soul white; 
and of all American that “kindly, brave, 


far-seeing man” is the ideal leader and 
model for the mouean acmy Of iviai ab 
stainers. 

In this time of anniversary and re- 
membrance let the whole world know the 
gracious history and temperance record 
of this greatest of all Americans; and 
let his remarkeble example be held up 
to American youth. 

It fires one’s blood to know that any 
celebration of Lincoln’s birthday shou!d 
be tainted by the presence of the foul 
spirit of alcohol.—Uncle Ernest.

Crop for Alkali Land.—H. H., Col. 
Afford under-drainage if possible. But 
a crop of sweet clover can be grown on 
the alkali then the usual crops will grgw 
next year. Sweet clover makes a 
crop in rotation for lands \Vncli to 
become alkali. Do with sweet/ clover 
as you would to raise a crop alfalfa 
and you will succeed. It make excellent 
green feed or hay.

White Diarrhea in Chicks.—Mrs. S., 
Ill. Caused by feeding the chicks be- 
fore they have absorbed the yolk. Should 
not be fed for 36 hours on anything. 
then sparingly on dry chick feed and fed 
often. Sudden chill or anything that 
hinders proper absorption of yolk after 
hatching will cause it to remain and 
rot and kill the chicks. 

Gapes wm Chicks.—Mrs. E. D., Neb. 
Caused by parasitic attack supposed to 
exist on earth worms which chicks too 
freely eat of at times. It is especially 
destructive in damp weather on heavy 
soils. Remedy difficult and uncertain. 
Prevent by dry, clean quarters. 

Clay Soil Renovator.—T. B. D., Mo. 
The one sure thing that will grow on 
a bare clay soil is bokhara or sweet 
After you have raised sweet 
clover on it you can raise a crop of fine 
potatoes or most anything. Sow 8 to 
10 pounds of unhulled seed to the acre 
or half as much hulled seed. If only 
clay banks or pits Scatter seed on them 
in August and rake in lightly and in time 
you will get a stand that will gradually 
make the ciay productive. 

Clover Sick Soil.—T. Si H., Mo. You 
are a little too far south/for clover to do 
its best but try puttigg 3 to 5 tons 
ground lime-stone rock 6n the soil. Clov- 
Land plaster will 
do. Spread on the surface and harrow 
in. Apply barnyard manure as_ top 
dressing and your clover ought to do 
well.

Plant shelled raw Virginia 
nuts about 18 inches apart in rows 3 
feet apart. Spanish nuts can be put 
closer. Cultivate shallow until vines be- 
gin to set, then quit and use hoe if nec- 
jessary. They should be given about 4 
|months to mature before frost. When 
ripe dig or they may start growing if 
weather happens damp. Loose sandy soil 
is best. Test your seed for germination 
before planting. 

Silage or Hay—H. M. R., Ind. In an 
experiment with milk cows conducted at 
the New Hampshire station the silage 
ration, containing 16.45 pounds of digesti- 
ble matter, produced 21.0 pounds of milk, 
and the hay ratio containing 16.83 
pounds of digestible\ matt produced 
18.4 pounds of milk.\ CalPulating the 
quantities of milk p by 100 
pounds of digestible attr In either 
case, we find on the sil ration 127.7 
pounds of milk, on the ration, 109.3 
pounds, or 17 per cent in favor of the 
silage ration.

Coloring Egg Shells. 

If the old-time girl colored her Easter 
eges in less brilliant hues than _ the 
diamond dye method, she could at least 
eat them with a relish and no dread of 
after results. The most popular method 
was boiling onion skins with them, 
the color varying from light coffee to dull 
yellow brown, according to the strength 
of the infusion and the time boiled. 

These may be used for sketching the 
faces of various types of nations. Thus, 
the light yellow will suggest the China- 
man with queue; a darker shade may 
serve for the evolution of Arab or Malay, 
and a few stripes of bright paint and 
feathers will bring out an Indian chief. 
One of the natural color may serve as 
the basis of a Gibson girl, the face being 
outlined in water or oil colors, and the 
head surmounted by a picture hat of 
lace. -Lace frills around the neck con- 
ceal a penwiper, which serves as founda- 
tion for the doll head. Another strik- 
ing design is the face of an old lady 
outlined on an uncolored shell of brown- 
ish tint. Finish with a cap of white 
lace, or try paintine one face black and 
covering the head with a red bandana. 

Convenient little barometers are’ made 
by using a cap, turban, kerchief, or other 
appropriate head covering for the face 
depicted, cloth dyed in a _ solution of 
chloride or nitrate of cobalt. This has 
the peculiar chemical quality of chang- 
ing from blue to pink as the atmosphere 
becomes damp. 

The old-time girl fashioned the dain- 
tiest of pitchers from egg shells, imitating 
the rare old wares of her time, and now 
so much in demand. After the contents 
of the egg were removed, a large opening 
was made by removing one end of the 
shell, keeping the edge even. Paste a 
narrow strip of paver around the top, 
not forgetting to fashion a spout. Op- 
posite this the handle, also a strip of 
paper, is pasted. Paste a narrow band 
around the bottom, and it is ready for 
decorating. Around the middle part of 
the pitcher paste a band of thin cloth, 
preferably siik, 2 JVittle less than an 
inch wide. This may be of dull red, 
maroon, or any color fancied. Wind 
around the pitcher in such a way as to 
conceal the edges of silk, two rows of 
the white pith found in the center of the 
common rush. Fasten, with paste or 
mucilage. Encircle both top and bottom 
with the same, thus concealing the paper. 
The handle is covered in the same man- 
ner. Ornament the silk stripe with about 
six medallions, made by coiling the rush 
pith into disks with diameter a little 
less than the width of the silk. The 
quaint effect of this simple decoration 
must be seen to be imagined. If a 
goose or duck egg can be procured, a 
larger pitcher can be made. They form 
useful match safes.—Bessie L. Putnam.

The hard-wheat flour is not a good flour 
for pastry. Get a sack of soft-wheat 
flour for that. 

Hard-wheat flour contains much gluten. 
That’s what makes bread moist tough 
and of good flavor when properly baked. 


But you don’t want touvhness in cake | 


or soda biscuits. Soft-wheat flour has 
more starch and less’ gluten, hence it 
makes up into pastry so much better than 


the other.

Kitchen Receipts. 
Dumplings.—Butchering time is here 
so try this receipt for dumplings with 
the backbone or ribs some day. Sift 
flour in a crock or bowl, add salt and 
enough boiling broth to make a mess of 
dumplings. Rol] thin, cut in squares 
and boil in the broth 10 minutes. If 
the broth is too scanty to allow using 
some of it, use boiling water and lard. 
Woodford Pudding.—This is fine, es- 
pecially on a cold day and is very easily 
made. 
One cup raisins, 1 cup sugar, 3-4 cup‘ 
sour milk, 1-2 cup butter, 2 eggs, 1 tea- 
spoon each of soda, allspice, cinnamon, 
cloves, ana nutmegs. Stir in flour to 
make stiffer than cake batter, bake in 
a greased bakepan until done, about 30 
minutes. This may be used for cake if 
so desired. 
Dip for Pudding.—1 cup hot water, 
2 tablespoons butter, yolks of 2 eggs, 
3-4 cup sugar, flavor to taste, cook until 
thick, beat whites of eggs to a froth, 
stir in while hot. Serve either hot or 
cold, 
Nnow Cake.—Cream together 1-2 cup 
butter with 11-2 cups sugar, add 1-2 
cup sour milk, sift 11-2 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder with 21-2 cups flour, 11-2 
teaspoons lemon. Froth the whites of 
4 eggs and beat in last. Bake in layers. 
Beat the yolks of the eggs until frothy, 
stir in 1-2 cup of sugar and use as a 
filling between the laysr.—Mrs. Emma 
Clearwater. .

A favorite way to cook sausages for 
breakfast is in batter. Put about a 
pound of sausage meat in the bottom of 
a greased baking tin. Make a batter 
with four tablespoonfuls of flour, two 
cupfuls of milk, a pinch of salt and one 
egg. Make a smooth paste with the 
flour and part of the milk, beat up the 
egg in the remainder of the milk, and 
pour it into the flour, beating it all the 
time. Continue to beat it well for five 
minutes, then let it stand a little while. 
Pour it over the sausage meat, and bake 


corn bread and white or graham bread 
and break up in a pudding dish. Cover 
with sweet milk and let soak for twenty 
minutes at least. Beat one egg until it 
is very light, and then add it with sugar 
(to taste) and spices, or the preferred 
flavoring, to the bread and milk. Bake 
in a moderate oven for about half an 
hour. Serve cold with whipped or plain 
cream. 

Beaten Layer Cake—Put in a bowl two 
cupsful of flour, add two teaspoons of 
baking powder; beat the yolks of two 
eggs, add to them one cup sugar and the 
rind and juice of one lemon; aad the flour 
and powder to this, and two cups cold 
water and a pinch of salt, then add the 
white of the two eggs, beaten stiff. Bake 
15 minutes in a hot oven. A very nice 
and good cake for lunches.

Rheumatism. — Some 


Inflammatory 
to the belief that 


medical writers hold 
rheumatism is an _ infectious disease, 
caused by germs, which to my mind is 
rank nonsense. An attack of inflam- 
matory rheumatism, when it does come, 
seems to follow closely after some ex- 
posure to dampness, cold, over-exertion, 
fatigue of body or of mind. Strains of 
muscles or ligaments in some cases ap- 
pear to precipitate the attack. 

| am convinced, however, that any and 
all kinds of rheumatism can be traced 
back to a bad stomach. I have yet to 
find a case of rheumtism in a _ person 
whose organs of digestion and elimina- 
tion were in normal] health and properly 
performing their duties. The symptoms 
of inflammatory rheumatism are as fol- 
lows: 

It may develop very suddenly, though 
there are usually several preceding days 
of aching through the joints, and chilli- 
ness, and possibly slight fever and sore 
throat. An ardent fever sets in, the tem- 
perature reaching 108 or 104 degrees, the 
pulse is frequent and full, though often 
somewhat unsteady; the tongue is coated, 
and loss of appetite and constipation fol- 
lows; the urine is dimnishéd in quantity, 
highly colored and acid; the surface is 
covered with perspiration of a decidedly 
sour character, often causing an unpleas- 
ant eruption like “prickly heat.” The 
face is flushed and puffy, and the whole 
body tender, causing the patient to 
lie as quiet as possible. 

Swelling, heat, redness; and pain soon 
commence in the joints, and first one 
and then another joint is attacked, the 
distress shifting to the various portions 
of the body and causing intense suffer- 
ing. 

A first attack may last several weeks, 
though subsequent attacks usually sub- 
side within ten days. The great pain and 
profuse perspiration prove very exhaust- 
ing and often render convalescence very 
tedious. Complications are liable to arise, 
such as pneumonia, pleurisy. meningitis 
and inflammation of the kidneys, or of 
the heart, or its valves, the heart trouble 
often causing death. When the brain is 
involved it is termed cerebral rheumatism, 
and often proves fatal. 

In treating acute rheumatism you 
should bear in mind the extremely acut 
pains and intense suffering and distress 
upon being handled or moved about. The 
nursing should be done by one who is not 
only strong but skillful in handling the 
sick and although it is not according to 
the usual method of caring for such cases, 
my method of treatment is to first clear 
out the alimentary canal—stop the man- 
ufacture of more cause for rheumatism. A 
thorough and complete enema is the first 
thing in order, to be followed by a gentle 
and thorough laxative. Citrate of mag- 
nesia is one of the most thorough and 
pleasant. I then restrict the diet to 
fresh, sweet butermilk, from two to three 
quarts per day as desired, nothing else, 
except cold water and to prevent gas, a 
tablet, three times daily, of charcoal, 
mixed with magnesia, pepsin and ginger. 

In from three to five days the fever 
readily yields to this diet and the hydro- 
pathic treatment for fevers described in 
previous lectures. The pain begins to 
subside and then there can be added 
to the diet, to be eaten alone, and mas- 
ticated until it is a liquid in the mouth, 
before swallowing, a couple of pieces of 
zwebach, or hard dry toast; a little later 
soft boiled or poached eggs, then a grad- 
ual return to a normal diet, excluding 
pork and other meats, as well as beans 
and peas. 

During the entire course 6f treatment 
the bowels and kidneys must be kept 
freely active and if a natural movement 
of the bowels does not take place, daily. 
the colon must be thoroughly flushed and 
if the kidneys do not secrete sufficient 
urine in view of the generous liquid diet, 
use the compound gentian. In fact this 
is an excellent preparation, when used 
with the charcoal tablets, for preventing 
rheumatism as well as very materially 
aiding in the cure.

| Each especial case. of rheumatism al- 
ways presents a complication of some 
kind, and therefore, a complete course 
of treatment for any and all cannot well 
be given with an absolute assurance that 
it will always produce the same favorable 
results. However, the many-cases that 
have found relief by the above simple and 
practical treatment has convinced me that 
it is more effective than the usual drug

iglasses. A saturated solution of boric 
acid, about three or four drops, put into 
the eyes with a medicine dropper will in 
time overcome the trouble. Any druggist 
can supply you with the dropper at a cost 
of about twenty-five cents. Four ounces 
of the solution would probably be suffi- 
cient. I have written you further regard- 
ing additional treatment. 

Dear Doctor—I have been bothered 
with sour stomach or heartburn for 
eighteen years. My food does not seem 
to leave the stomach from one meal to 
another. and becomes sour and ferments, 
causing bloating of gas, and a dull, ach- 
ing pain all the time. My appetite is 
good, but nearly everything I eat dis- 
agrees with me. I am tired all the time, 
have sharp pains all through my body, 
stiff joints, rheumatism, headache over 
the eyes, and in the back of neck, and 
pains across my back and hips. I can 
hardly straighten up at times when I 
bend over. I have always worked on a 
farm and worked hard, and have always 
been a hearty eater and am now. Every- 
thing tastes good, but there are lots of 
things I do not eat. I drink no tea or 
coffee, do not use tobacco in any form,

The amateur dressmaker finds setting 
in the sleeves one of her greatest diffi- 
culties, yet ther. are two infallible rules, 
either of which will make it easy. When 
the bodice is on bend the elbow until the 
thumb strikes the arm’s eye, and place 
the inner seam at that point. Without 
trying on the bodice the point may be 
focated by measuring one inch back from 
the shoulder seam and from there folding 
the armhole together to find the exact 
opposite, which marks the position of the 
inner seam.
